Anti-Saloon League Scored. 

Cole vehemently denied his organiza- 
tion has used any money to infiuehce 
legislation or that a lobby had been 
He said its work was 
purely educational. He said: 

“Talk that the Anti-Saloon League 
and the prohibitionists are at outs /s 
the rankest kind of nonsense. The 
Anti-Saloon people and the prohibition- 
ists made the fight together whenver 
there was a case of distrfbution of the 
spoils. In Chicago, the prohibitionists 
sent a man into my office in an attempt 
to steal my papers in an effort to make 
an expose of the organization of which 
I am an officer. They even forged 
my signature. The United Manufactul - 
ers and Merchants’ Association has 
never used any money in the further- 
ance of its objects, excapt to conduct a 
campaign of education. The prohi- 
bitionists are not fair fighters. They 
have never been in a campaign yet but 
what they yelled corruption. We would 
not make a charge of corruption un- 
less we knew it. I am willing to bring 
all the documents belonging to my as- 
sociation before the grand jury. We 
have nothing to conceal.” 

Prohis Deny Use of Money. 

Ernest A. Scrogin stated he 
nothing positive about bribery.

Captain John P. Jones 


Dies in California. 


He Was Executive Officer of 
Merrimac in Fight With the 
Monitor---Oldest Graduate of 
Annapolis --- Second Wife a 
Georgian. . 


Pasadena, Cal., May 26.—Captain 
John Pembroke Jones, the oldest grad- 
uate of the United States naval ‘acad- 
emy at Annapolis and a veteran of the 
Mexican and civil wara, died at his 
home today. 

He was born Hampton, in 
1625, and was graduated from Annapo- 
lis naval academy in 1847. He partic- 
ipated in the siege of Buena Vista as 
@ midshipman. At the outbreak of the 
civil war he joined the confederacy. 

In the battle between the Monitor 
and Merrimac, Jones wes executive ofn- 
cer of the Merrimac. 

Wedded Three Times. 

Captain Jones was married three 
times. Hig first wife was Miss Jane 
Vance London, of North Carolina. bne 
died soon after the birth of Pembroke 
Jones, now of New York. 

The second wife was 
Willis, of Savannah, Ga., 
soon after the birth of a son, Edward 
Jones Willis, of Richmond, Va. He 
took the name of his maternal grand- 
father at the Seach of the grand- 
parents. 

The third wife was Miss Georgia New- 
ton, of Norfolk, V@e., who survives. 

Three sisters live in Warwick coun- 
ty, Virginia, and a brother, Colonel 
Thomas M. Jones, is in Prescott, Ariz. 

Captain Jones was affectionately 
known in the old navy as Paul Jones. 

At the outbreak of the war between 
the states, he was on néval service on 
the west coast of Africa, and having 
been sent home with official dispatches, 
he and many other of his distin- 
guished compatriots, composing in part 
the flower of the old navy, resigned in 
order that they might serve their na- 
tive states. 

He Made “Blockaders” Flee. 

Captain Jones subsequently com- 
manded the confederate ironclad ram 
“Raleigh,’’ with which he attacked and 
put to flight the whole blockading 
squadron off Cape Fear in 1864. 

He served under Commodore Tattnall 
in the defense of Savannah, and was 
later placed in command of the iron- 
clad battery “Georgia.” 

At the close of hostilities he ac- 
cepted a flattering offer of the Argen- 
tine Republic to undertake important 
torpedo work, which he performed with 
credit to himself and the profession 
which he represented. He retired to 
private life in Virginia, and afterward 


removed to California, where he passed 
the remainder of his days.

Police Chief Suspended. 


Fred Kohler, of Cleveland, Ac- 
cused of Gross Immorality 
and Habitual Drunkenness. 
Kohler Says He Will Involve 
Big Cleveland Men. 


Cleveland, May 25.—Chief of Police 
Frederick Kohler, known throughout 
the country as the “Golden Rule” chief, 
and lauded by President Roosevelt as 
the best chief of police in the country, 
was suspended today by Mayor. Baehr 
on charges of gross immorality, ha- 
bitual drunkenness and disobedience of 
orders. 

May [Involve Prominent Men. 

The tentative date of Tuesday has 
been set for Chief Kohler’s trial by the 
civil service commission and state- 
ments by Kohler and his accusers to- 
day point to development. of sen- 
sational testimony which may involve 
many of the city’s prominent men. 

Mr. Kohler has intimated that he in- 
tends to fight the charges against him 
and that if he is disgraced he will not 
be the only one to fall. He has re- 
tained one of the best-known criminal! 
lawyers in Ohio as his counsel. 

Among the charges brought against 
Kohler is one that during the seven 
years which he has been at the head of 
the police department he has utilized 
the detective force for the collection of 
facts concerning prominent officials 
and others to be used in event he was 
attacked. 

Long Series of Attacks. 

The present charges are the culmi- 
nation of a long serles® of attacks 
against the police chief. After he had 
been informed of his suspension today 
Mr. Kohler exclaimed: 

“These charges are the work of the 
same crowd of character-snatchers, 
grave robbers and blackmailers who 
have been after me for years.” 

Chief Kohler joined the police force 
ago. 
Under Mayor Tom Johnson his rise 
was rapid. He was appointed chief in 
1903 and since then has attracted na- 
tional attention by his policy of the 
“Golden Rule.” Briefly, the policy was 
that in the case of minor offenses, such 
as intoxication or disorderly conduct, 
it was better to admonish the offender 
and persuade him to go home than to 
arrest him. His opponents have accus- 
ed him of having increased crimin- 
ality by this policy.

L. Worsham none of the resistent va- 
rieties of cotton seed sent out by the 
department of entomology 
for planting were killed by the re- 
cent cold spell, and reports from all 
sections of the state indicate that 
these varieties of cotton show a good 
stand. This variety, itghas been dem- 
onstrated, will not jy dad to the rav- 
ages of the black root which has 
proven so destructive throughout the 
state and the south. 

A dozen or mor? farms throughout 
middie Georgia are growing this re- 
sistent variety, which will be replant- 
ed next year, distributed and replant- 
ed again unti! there is a sufficient 
amount to be planted throughout the 
state. In this way it ts hoped that 
the black root will be entirely elimi- 
nated from the Hist of cotton diseases 
in Georgia. 

Any injury to the cotton crop is 
felt not only by the cotton factories 
of the state. but the oll mills as well. 
With the return in the interest of 
cattle raising and dairying in Georgia 
the demand for cott6On seed meal is in- 
creasing steadily and it is with great 
interest that planters, cotton seed oil 
mill men and cattie raisers are watch- 
ing to see what the cotton crop in 
Georgia will be this year.

The two largest appropriations, 
which took up nearly all the money, 
were $100,000 to meet the first pay- 
ment On the bonds, and $19,000 for the 
public Schools to pay teachers. Of this 
school] money $12,000 is to pay teach- 
ers (no increase of salaries included), 
$7,000 for repairs and buying coal, and 
$2,000 for school house for Battle Hill.

One good piece of work done by the 
committee was to leave untouched the 
$13,000 appropriation for the paving 
of Marietta street from Foundry street 
to North avenue.

This amount, however, does 
Zo to the total that was divided up. 
The money in sight came from in- 
creased tax receipts, increases in 
water rents, cancelling an appropria- 
tion of $11,500 set asiue in January to 
pay the first interest on the new 
bonds, cancelling a balance of $5,000 
for laying a water main to Oakland 
City. It was explained that $3.000 out 
of $8,000 had been used on the Oak- 
land City water main and the balance 
of $5,000 could come out of the bond 
money. The $11,500 from bond inter- 
eSt was saved because no bonds were 
s0ld so far and now the first inter- 
est can be paid On January 1 out of 
next year’s receipts. 


How Money Was Divided. 


The appropmiations made by the fi- 
nance committee other than the $100,- 
000 for bonds and $19,0 v for schools, 
were as follows:

tions $3,000; to Hoke Smith for dam 
On Peachtree creek $2,000; to insur- 
ance department $2,000; for wood 
block pavement in front of the two 
postoffices and the police. station 
$3,000; for steam pipe line at water- 
works $789; to widen sidewalks on 
Forrest avenue $775; for negro play- 
ground $400; to widow of Mrs. Sorrow, 
whose husband was killed at the zoo 
$200; to repair Corlbdy street $108: to 
pay for private water pipe lines on

PRESBYTERIANS 
FOR PROHIBITION 


Decided Stand by South- 
ern Branch of Church. 


General Assembly Sustains 
Action of North Alabama 
Synod in Rebuking Preacher 
Who Fought Prohibition---In- 
fant Elect Clause. 


Lewisburg, W. Va., May 25.—Stand- 
ing by the presbytery of North Ala- 
bama in its declaration for the prohi- 
bition amendment to the state consti- 
tution, sending down to the presby- 
teries for approval a new expression 
on infant salvation and in transact- 
ing a large amount of other business, 
the general assembly of‘the Southern 
Presbyterian church today made great 
headway. The rapid progress prac- 
tically assures adjournment tomorrow. 

Only by the shrewdest management 
did the assembly escape what would 
probably have been a bitter debate 
on the complaint of the Rev. W. l. 
Sinnott against the presbytery of 
North Alabama for approving a. pro- 
hibition amendment at issue in a po- 
litical campaign. The commission re- 
corded that the presbytery acted on 
the belief that it was placed in 
prejudicial light by the press of the 
state announcing that Mr. Sinnott, its 
stated clerk, was opposed to prohi- 
tion. 

What Report Says. 

“Your commission in voting not to 
sustain,” said the majority report, 
signed by fourteen members, “did not 
mean to recede from or compromise 
the principle of non-intrusion into 
civil affairs or affairs that concerned 
the commonwealth, but to leave our 
courts free as to the mode of dealing 
with a gigantic moral evil, which 
mode, in this case, was the urging upon 
our people in the state of Alabama to 
vote for constitutional prohibtion. 

“On the other hand,” the majority 
report concluded, “the commission 
condemned the action, language and 
spirit of the complaint as highly un- 
becoming a minister of the gospel.” 

The minority report, signed by 
seven, held that the presbytery should 
have been csontent merely with dis- 
avowing Mr. Sinnott’s views. 

The majority report was approved. 

Ag to Elect Infants. 

The report on amending “the elect 
infant clause’ of the confession s0 
as to eradicate any doubt that the 
church believed that some infants are 
not elected, was disposed of as quick- 
ly, debate being crowded out. The 
proposal that a footnote be added to 
explain the position of the church was 
voted down, and by a decided majority 
it was agreed that the following 
clause should be sent to the presby- 
teries for approval and to supplant 
the cause which has been in the con- 
fesion for over two centuries: 

“Of such as are incapable of being 
outwardly called by the ministry of 
the word are regenerated and saved 
by Christ, through the spirit who 
worketh when and where and how He 
pleaseth.” 

During the afternoon the assembly 
authorized the organization of wom- 
en’s synodical missionary conferences 
and the issue of a letter of appeal to 
men for foreign mission work. 

Talk Less and Do More. 

By indorsing the report of the com- 
mittee on colored evangelization the 
assembly made a promise to talk less 
and do more for the negro. 

“The hour has struck,” said the re- 
port, “when we must either cease to 


assert that we know more about the 


‘negro problem than any other people, 


i 


or we must show to the world by our 
works that we mre at least familiar 
with some of the rudimentary facts 
and principles of the problem of evan- 
gelizing the negro in the south.”

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So Spitzer, the Pardoned Sugar 
Squealer, Admits on 
the Stand 


TO GRAVE OF HAVEMEYER 
HIS CONFESSION LEADS 


Spitzer’s Story Implicates Dead 
King of Sugar Combine in 
Frauds Practiced on Govern- 
ment --- Spitzer Says He Was 
Moved to Confess by Goad- 


ings of His Conscience. 


New York, May 25-—Oliver Spitzer, 
former superintendent of the docks of 
the American Sugar Refining Company 
in Williamsburg (Brooklyn), who re- 
cently was pardoned from the peni- 
tentiary by President Taft, explained 
today why he did not confess during 
the trial which ended last February 
with his being sentenced to two years 
at Atlanta. 

Such a confession, he declared on the 
stand today, would “have carried him 
to a cemetery.” In other words, he 
would have implicated a dead man— 
Henry O. Havemeyer, late head of the 
sugar trust. 

Confessed to Ease Conscience. 

Spitzer was under cross-examina- 
tion by the defense at the trial of 
Charles R. Heike, secretary-treasurer 
of the American Sugar Refining Com- 
pany, who, with five subordinates, is 
charged with conspiracy to defraud the 
government by underweighing sugar. 
He gave his direct testimony for the 
prosecution on Monday. He repeated 
that he had made his confession not 
with hope of pardon, but to ease his 
conscience, an@ added that after his 
conviction his attorneys, now appear 
ing for several of the defendants, had 
urged him to tell all he knew. 

“What did you say when advised to 
confess?’ asked Clarence Lexow, for 
the defense. 


Wanted to Protect Havemeyer. 


“TI gaid the only confession | can 
make will carry me into a cemeter¥- 
and Mr. Stimson (the government pros- 
ecutor) does not want that.” 

“You are refering to Henry ©. Have- 
meyer?” asked the lawer. . 

“Yes, I am,” answered Spitzer. 

This closed the court incident, but 
Spitzer talked more freely after leav- 
ing the stand. He said he had met 
H. O. Havemeyer two or three times. 
and that Ernest W. Gerbracht, former 
refinery superintendent, another of the 
defendants, had made his reports dig 
rect to Mr. Havemeyer. The frauds’ 
e insisted, had began before his time, 
although he worked on the dock twen- 
ty-nine years. He admitted that the 
steel springs used to manipulate the 
scales on the docks were his inven- 
tion. 


He Sees Foo! in Mirror. 


“Why did you not tell the truth in 
the first place”’ he was asked. 

“Every time I look in a mirror I see 
a d—n fool.” was the answer. 

*T was a fool not to do it, but I was 
ashamed to let anyone know that I 
did these things. My credit was good. 
I could get anything and I did not 
want people to know that I was fool 
enough to do these things for noth- 
ing. I got nothing out of it. 

“Another reason why I committed 
perjury was because [I thought noth- 
ing could happen to the sugar trust. 
We all thought the trust was 60 
strong that the government could not 
do anything with it.” 


Girl Turns on Trust. 


Aside from Spitzer’s confession, the 
government attaches most importance 
in its cause to the testimony given 
today by Miss Viola C. Mertens, a ste- 
nographer employed by the sugar 
company She said that she made 
three copies of the so-called technical 
statements concerning sugar weights 
which has disappeared, and that one 
copy went to Heike and another to 
Gerbracht. 

The government has eight or ten 
witnesses who, it is said, will confirm 
her statement and attempt to prove 
that Heike received these statements 
They will be put on the stand tomor- 
row, and Mr. Stimson will then rest 
the) prosecution. tie expects to close 
his case by noon.

Albany, Ga. May 25.—(Special.)— 
The local branch of the Woman's 
Christian Temperance Union has given 
definite notice that it is far from sat- 
isfied with the manner in which the 
prohibition law is being observed in 
Albany, and that it proposes to bring 
those who are guilty of bringing the 
statute into disrepute to an account- 
ing. :

Ir paved from limit to limit. 

Marietta street is the exception. | 

From the center of the city to Foundry street, a relatively short 
distance, a contract for paving the street with wood blogks is now 
approaching completion. 

No final arrangement has been made for taking up the work 
at Foundry street and carrying it to North avenue, from which point 
the county has agreed to assume responsibility. The property own- 


iers, however, have petitioned for the paving and are heartily co- 


operating to secure favorable action by council. 

The finance committee has agreed to report to council that the 
necessary appropriation for*the work be made. It is now up to 
council to make provision in the June apportionment sheet for con- 
tinuing THE PAVING FROM FOUNDRY STREET, where 
it now stops, STRAIGHT TO NORTH AVENUE. 

It is almost equally as urgent that this length of Marietta street 
be widened simultaneously in a degree sufficient to accommodate the 
traffic that is now dangerously congested between narrow curbs. 

For several blocks from the heart of town Marietta is the most 
spacious street in Atanta. Near Foundry it suddenly narrows, 
and thenceforward runs so confined a course that in many places 
it is impossible for a wagon or vehicle to pass between the car 
tracks on either side and the curb. 

When to this condition is added the near-impassable status of 
the street from Foundry on out, there is created a situation which 
unjustly visits delay, expense and inconvenience, not only on the 
residents of Marietta street proper, but as well the tremendous seg- 
ment of territory tributary to and served by this thoroughfare. 

The municipality has heretofore proceeded on the logical prin- 
ciple that the primary requisite was to insure perfect facilities for 
inter-communicaton along and to and from the four great arteries 
that feed the life and commerce of the city. 

With the three other streets the principle has been observed, 
though it necessitated the widening of Whitehall and changes of 
importance upon the other two. 

It is now inescapably incumbent on council to make symmet- 
rical the traffic facilities of the city by completing the paving of 
Marietta and, if possible at this time, providing for the adequate 
widening of that thoroughfare. 

Business sense points the advisability of securing this latter de- 
tail simultaneously with the paving, since tt will be extremely diffi 
cult to obtain the consent and cooperaton of property owners once 
the new paving 1s down and normal conditions have been restored 
to the street. 

But of the two improvements, the paving from Foundry to 
North avenue takes right-of-way in urgency. 

It is plainly the duty of council to arrange for this completing 
link in the June sheet.

A resolution to discharge the committee on postoffices and post- 
roads from further consideration of the parcels post bills, and have 
the proposed legislation considered in the house has been introduced. 

The committee has been reluctant to report any parcels post measure. 

There is little chance of the rules committee giving favorable eon-. 

sideration to the resolution, as the same influence controls both. 

Congress can be in no uncertain frame of mind regarding the 
national sentiment for a parcels post. 

Every element of population save the express companies and 
the railroads have spoken out clamorously for it—the farmers. 
through the Farmers’ Union and similar organizations; merchants 
throughout the country; the people generally in nation-wide com- 
munications to the press and in personal letters to their representa- 
tives, not forgetting the almost unanimous attitude of the press 
itself. 

And yet that measure is deliberately stifled by the ancient 
methods made familiar in those days when Cannon and Cannonism 
were at their apex, and when the country was railing vainly 
at both. 


It seems, after all, that Cannon was merely the scapegoat, the} 


convenient bogie which sustained the fury of public resentment 
without regard to party or section, while behind his convenient 
back the little oligarchy went on calmly working its sweet will with 
the public business. 

Proof is incontrovertible. Cannon, personally, is stripped of au- 
tocratic influence. He has no voice in the rules committee, and the 
latter legislative funnel has itself been, theoretically, “revised.” 

Yet legislation upon which the entire country centers is myste- 
riously side-tracked, and the statement is made that as regards both 
the “revolutionized” (?) rules committee and the committee on post- 
offices and postroads, “the same influence controls both.” 

The farce of the obliteration of Cannonism is evident. It is 
equally evident that the only direction from which permanent relief 
and genuine reform may come is the extermination, root and branch, 
of THE SYSTEM that gives continuous vitality to Cannonism 
while attempting the dull subterfuge of repudiating Cannon per- 
sonally. 

The amazing feature is that the tottering republican party, in- 
surgents and régulars, can perpetrate so palpable a hoax upon the 
people, and that the administration already nearing the diminishing 
point in public confidence, should make itself silent party to the per- 
formance.

—and at which he was a guest of Mr. Hearst himself—to make alle- 
gations which, @ the farthest, had their rise in political antagonism 
of a decidedy personal nature. 

Mr. Hearst bas recently compiled exhibits which indicate that 
the most serious of the charges made against him, in reference to 
certain campaign publications, is not borne out by the record— 
though the mayor no doubt thought he was warranted in his 
attack. :

If we believe the dogma 
of the inerrancy of the Scripture, and 
we must if we are orthodox, for this 
dogma has long been considered one of 
the fundamental orthodox doctrines, 
iwe must think that this story is 
literally true.” 

The purpose of this contention 
‘obvious. It is to make capital 
those occupying the theological posi- 
tion of Dr.’ Rowlett, and to carry the 
suggestion that those who stand by 
Christianity of the New Testament and 
the Christian theology in its historical 
development are so tied up by dogma 
that they are not free fo accept the 
conclusions of science on questions 
that come within its proper and legiti- 
mate domain. 

With Dr. Rowlett’s own personal 
theological opinions I have no concern. 
If he believes that the whole develop- 
mant of Christian theology of nearly 
two thousand vears has been funda- 
mentally wrong In its conception of 
the Person and work of Jesus Christ, 
besides the New Testament itself be- 
ing fundamentally wrong; and that 
not until the Unitarian church arose 
in comparatively recent times, was 
Christianity properly understood, or, 
at least, the truth about it separated 
from the chaff, that is his own affair. 

T am not his judge. But when he 
goes beyond that and undertakes to 
show that “orthodoxy” is inconsistent 
with scientific truth, and that “ortho- 
doxy’ »requires the acceptance not only 
of the inerrancy of the Scripture, but 
its Mteral interpretation, I beg to pro- 
test in the name of fairness and of 
fact. To say of the literal interpreta- 
tion of the “rib story,” that “it has 
been so regarded in the past,” without 
any room for the existence of any 
other interpretation in orthodox cir- 
cles. he is. to say the Jeast, inaccurate. 
Besides, who gave Dr. Rowlett the au- 
thority to say what is and what is not 
orthodoxy? If some of us were to 
pick out opinions held by some Unil- 
tarians. though denied by others, and 
undertake to make out a case against 
Unitarianism, would he not: say, and 
say correctly, that this was unfair? 

Is Dr. Rowlett not aware that an 
allegorical interpretation of a great 
deal that is in the Old Testament was 
held by Jews (orthodox Jews) before 
the Christian era? Is he ignorant of 
the fact that in the beginning of the 
Christian religion St. Paul fought and 
won the battle for Christianity as con- 
sisting fundamentally and essentially 
of faith in Jesus Christ as the Son of 
God, without any reference to the Old 
Testament whatever? . 

Does he not know full well that the 
early Christian fathers, suoh as Clem- 
ent and Origen, held by the allegorical 
interpretation of much that is the 
Old Testament and that those men are 
held by practically the whole Chris- 
tian church as the very bulwarks of 
orthodoxy? 

Dr. Rowlett does not undertake, 80 
far as the report of his sermon £0865, 
any definition of orthodoxy—a very 
sad defect in one who draws such !m- 
portant and condemnatory conclusions 
therefrom. May I suggest that ortho- 
| doxy means the creed of any religious 
body set forth by authority? It is, in 
other words, the official promulgation 
of what is believed. Thus, orthodoxy, 
for Methodists, consists not of what 
individual Methodists believe or dis- 
belfeve. but of what its officially set 
forth by the authorities of the Meth- 
odists as their creed. 

So for the Episeopai church, the Ro- 
man Catholic and so on. Now I sub- 
mit that when Dr. Rowlett wishes to 
Christian people 
he should be more specific. If he 
wishes merely to attack certain ideas, 
that is another matter. If he wishes 
to single out for condemnation cer- 
tain individuals who hold opinions 
that are behind the times, let him 
specify those persons. But to con- 
demn in this sweeping manner “ortho- 
doxy.” undefined and unverified, that 
is illegitimate and unfair.

To go a little further back, and to 
speak more broadly yet, has not Pr 
Rowlett's reading of church historv 
made him familiar with the fact that 
when the Roman empire consented to 
become a Christian empire, that the 
basis of agreement was the Nicene 
that the doctrine of the Trinity 
was the official statement of the whole 
of Christendom at that time of cathol- 
icity and orthodoxy? 

It is quite true, and that is what Dr. 
Rowlett evidentiv had in mind, that 
many persons today hold that the Bible 
is to be interpreted literally, and as 
covering questions contained within 
the domain of physical science. But 
thousands of Christian people who are 
orthodox believe in rendering unto 
science that which is of science and to 
faith what is of faith. The professor 
of systematic divinity in the semi- 
nativity, where I was for a time a 
student, was an out-and-out evolu- 


would 


tionist. 

There is one characteristic of liberal 
theologians of Dr. Rowlett’s type that 
has often struck me as amazing. They 
seem to be actually unaware of the 
existence of such a thing as progres- 
sive orthodoxy. Or, if not ignorant of 
such a position, they seem to object to 
it. Many times in the past it has hap- 
pened that new scientific views or 
truths have been discovered, and the 
theologians, like other people, were in 
error on those points. 

But no such discovery has ever been 
made that was not followed by its 
ultimate adoption and Incorporation 
into a live and growing theology. To 
be orthodox does not require one to be 
a theological Bourbon, never forget- 
ting and never learning. This body of 
men, to be found in all parts of the 
Christian church, have been able, so 
far. to adapt themselves to all new 
truth without cutting the ground from 
under their own feet. and without de- 
nying the essential truth of the New 
Testament, and without denying the 
truly scientific principle of continuity 
in the development of theological 
opinion. 

They occupy the middle ground he- 
tween stagnation and radicalism. They 
stand for both progress and conserv- 
atism, and they would like to be recog- 
nized and not misrepresented by the 
radical wing of Christendom. 

Is that asking too much?

A Start Was Made. 

Last year, through the efforts of 
‘Councilman Winn, enough money was 
secured to pave Marietta street with 
wood block from Peachtree street to 
Spring street. This was a beginning. 
This year the work of paving from 
Spring to Tabernacle place or Foun- 
dry street will be started. This was 
one more step forward. 

At the beginning of the year the 
finance committee of council placed on 
the apportionment sheet $13,000 for 
the paving of Marietta street from 
Tabernacle place to North avenue. This 
was done because the county commis- 
sioners had promised to carry on the 
work of paving from North avenue to 
the city limits, where the wood block 
would connect with the well-paved 
Marietta road. This, it was stated, 
would give a fine, well-paved drive- 
way from the very heart of Atlanta to 
the river. 

Why It Was Held Up. 

Then there came that scare about 
the city not having the $100,000 with 
which to pay the first installment of 
the bond issue. Many appropriations 
were held up with the understanding 
that if more money was in sight in 
June they would all be carried out. 
Among these was the $13,000 for Mari- 
etta street from Tabernacle place to 
North avenue.

“One association declared for the 
‘open door’ last season. It could not 
fight the battle alone, but it did open 
eyes of brother theater owners 
throughout the country.

Plays 
were kept in cities for a week at a 
time, and in some -cases an ordinary 
two-night attraction was held for four 
days. Then, to ease the situation and 
try to keep the manager in good grace, 
they sent a star or two along the route 
for one night, exacting absolutely a 
prohibitive sharing, or terms; but the 
theater owner L.d to take his medi- 
cine. 

“This all developed this season. 
touching a torch to an oil well, the 
country flamed up. Leaders in the 
theatrical business all over the coun- 
try were called together. The National 
Association of Theater Owners, with 
sixteen hundred theaters, was organ- 
ized. The organization covers North 
America. Every principal city, every 
town, and every village with a town 
hall has representation. Offices have 
been established in one of the principe! 
theatrical office buildings in New York. 
Booking managers have their offices, 
and a producer can have his attraction 
routed for thirty-six to forty weeks 
without leaving the building. 


Action of Theater Owners. 


“It is not a movement of the Shu- 
berts, of the Lieblers or of any pro- 
ducing manager. It is the action of 
the theater owners of the country, and 
the Klaw & Erlanger productions will 
be given as much consideration as any 
other. Klaw & Erlanger were directly 
respqnsible to the people for refusing 
to allow some of the best offerings in 
things theatrical to be presénted in 
their home town. 

“The National Association of Theater 
Owners will not exclude any attrac- 
tion.

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‘STOCKS WEAKENED 


ON WASHINGTON NEWS 


Active Selling on Report of Pro- 
ceedings of the United 
States Senate. 


New York, May 25.—Reports of the 
proceedings in the United States ser- 
ate today were followed by a weaken- 
ing of prices of stocks and active sell- 
ing all through the list. This proved 
decisive on the uncertain sagging 
tendency of prices, which had de- 
veioped earlier and which had been 
carrying prices steadily downward 
from an opening level slightly higher 
than last night’s closing prices. The 
drop in the market was in contrast 
with the better tone of foreign mar- 
kets and with the improvement of 
some of the elemnts in the situation 
that have been dreaded. 

The London condition seemed to be 
relieved by the progress of the stock 
market settlement and by a turn to- 
ward ease in the money market there, 
which was reflected in a further de- 
cline in foreign exchange rates in New 
York. While London professed no ex- 
pectation of a reduction tomorrow in 
the official discount rate of the Bank 
of England, and while carrying-over 
rates for settlement were higher than 
two weeks ago, speculation there was 
cheerful on the execution of easing 
money rates. This expectation, to be 
sure, was based on the rumors that 
gold would be released by the Bank of 
France for shipment to London and a 
further fall in the sterling exchange 
rate at Paris was in consonance with 
this hope. There was the same vague- 
ness and lack of authority about these 
reports as have characterized the 
operation of placing American bonds 
in Paris. Formal announcement of 
the distribution effected of $10,000,000 
Cleveland, Cincinnati, Chicago and Bt. 
Louis bonds amongst French sub- 
scribers was a meager detail of the 
large aggregate transactions which 
have been the subject of these rumors. 
The rumors have had a sequence, also, 
in some unflattering insinuations as 
to the terms that had to be accorded 
to the buyers to effect these sales and 
the consequent high cost of American 
railroads of capital. It is pointed out 
that the railroads are embarrassed as 
between their canvass for new’ capital 
and their plea for increased carrying 
charges by the desirability of claim- 
ing profitable earning powers on the 
one side and of pleading poverty on 
the other. News that a Chicago muni- 
cipal bond offer at 4 per cent had 
brought no bids as high as par was 
discussed as a sign of the times. So 
was a request of the Denver Reservoir 
Irrigation Company for-.an extension 
of time on matured obligations. 

Another sign of improvement in the 
credit situation was the report from 
Chicago that interior banks were pay- 
ing off loans to Chicago banks on a 
scale sufficient to offer resources 
seeking employment in call loans in 
New York. The continued evidence of 
liquidation of the grain and cotton 
markets is taken as matter for en- 
couragement for the same reason. It 
is seemed, however, that the call for 
liquidation applied with equal force 
to the stock market and overbalanced 
any benefit there might have’ been to 
speculative sentiment from the im- 
provement in conditions which was 
being effected by the process. 

There was discussion of the back- 
ward demand for the woolen and cot- 
ton products and the influence of this 
on the trade situation in general. Iron 
and copper trade advices retained the 
more cheerful note which has been 
heard from these sources recently. 

The progress of the railroad bill in 
the United States senate is taken by 
the financial district to show a growth 
of the more radical forces of control 
of railroad affairs. The extent to 
which the decline ran in the’late deal- 
ings had a noticeably disquieting ef- 
fect, owing to the lack of adequate 
explanation in any of the known fac- 
tors. 

Bonds were irregular. Total sales, 
par value, $1,592,000. United States 
bonds were unchanged on call.
